He petioned Yovernor Jeffreys for 4 respite, stat- 
ing that he was ‘utterly destitute of the means of enauring hi 
his speedy departure, huving not at sli the present wherewith 
to pay his passage out of the Colony, and your petitioner be- 
ing also aged, sick and weak with disability of body is un- 
able to undergo 4 voyags £8 soon as reyuired, also h.ving a 
poor wifs mz childrsca dependent upon him’ 


fhis plea, to avéaid punishment, is in good usage in cur 
Courts today, cut it seems to have been rel in his case, for 
John Jennings, although reprieved until she following 
September, died soon after the presenting of hig petision, 

His will, however, believes his poverty for 1¢ bristles with m 
mich silver, Jewelry and valuable furniture.

After Songultation with the Council Jefrreys respited the 
banishment until the succeeding September; but it ia possible that, on 
account of Jennings’ bad health the order was never carried out.
